COMP LIAISON COMMAND INTER CALL this last having a spring so it 
couldn't be left in that position. I believe these correspond to 
COMP "Compass", the navigational radio. 
LIAISON the high-power 2-way radio used to communicate with the home base 
COMMAND the “command set" named from this, the low-power radio used to 
communicate among planes flying together, and with the control 
tower near the base 
INTER intercom for communication among the crew members 
CALL talk to all crew members, regardless of the positions of the 
switches on their jack boxes.

The R-392 has 25 tubes, none of which is a 26FZ6. The letter Z usually 
is reserved for rectifiers. The 392 didn't have a power supply section 
because the plate voltage was the 28 VDC supply voltage. 


What you need to order from Fair is a copy of the manual. Then check 
the tube placement. 


The radio contains 11 26A6, 1 26A7 (Audio Out), 2 26C6, 1 26D6, 5 12AU7, 
and 5 6AJ5. The spares list recommends a double quantity of 6AJ5 and 
26A7. Otherwise, spare 4 26A6, 2 26C6, 1 26D6, and 2 12AU7. 


What is unique about the 392 (besides the 28VDC B+) is the watertight 
seal for the cabinet. No matter how beat up it is on the outside, when 
you remove the many Allen screws and open it up, it's 1950 something on 
the inside. It even smells new.

I'll agree that today you don't want to modify a BC-348; it's an heirloom, 

and worth more in its pristine condition. However back in the 1950s there 
were those of us who really used BC-348s as amateur receivers, and developed 
various modifications to enhance their usefulness. The receiver was orignally 
designed for receiving AM phone and CW signals. The only bandwidths it 
offered were pretty wide, OK for AM phone, and mighty narrow by switching 

in the single-crystal filter. The late W6NRM/W9TCJ had a mod that involved 
converting the 915kc IF down to 85kc, push it through three IF transformers 
from a BC-458(?) (the LF command set receiver), and convert back up to 915 

ke and insert back into the original IF section. This made it a good receiver 
for FSK RTTY. I used Bob's idea, but substituted an L-C bandpass filter 


found in a Chicago surplus store for the 85kc IF transformers. By making 
the oscillator that converted down and back up tunable I got a form of 
passband tuning. And I'm pretty sure I had a product detector stuck in 
there somewhere. This served me well on RTTY until I was able to acquire 
a Drake 2-B in the early 60s.

Re. the case of the wonderous DX-60 that worked people in the TUNE pos- 
ition, and the kid's father who said it couldn't be done: 


Papa's reaction doesn't surprise me. I'm sure we've ALL seen engineering 
school geniuses who've never had any practical experience. I seem to remem- 
ber reading that in the '20s some engineering professor, upon being told 
about the first successful amateur transatlantic contact, simply smiled ina 
patronizing manner and declared that it never happened. He claimed it wasn't 
possible because, given receiver sensitivities of the period, an amateur 
station simply couldn't generate the field strength necessary to be heard 
at a range of 3000 miles! 


More to the point, I can top the DX-60 story. 


I used to remotely operate FM transmitters for Wisconsin Public Radio. 
The remote control point for WHAD (Delefield, WI) is in Madison, about 75 
miles airline distance away. 


After signoff, it is customary to run the blowers for 10 - 15 minutes after 
dropping plate voltage to allow the PA tube to cool off. It was also customary 
at that time to dump an audio tone on the program line to allow audio testing 
of the statewide interconnect system. 


One night while filling out logsheet data, I happened to have the WHAD airx 
monitor still on. Under the static I heard an audio tone. No, I thought, the 
B+ supply is off, it CAN'T be WHAD! To find out I changed the audio tone freq- 
uency being fed to the network; the tone on the air monitor changed! 


At the site, there was a 15 or 20 watt exciter, coupled into the driver 
(which was off), which in turn was coupled into the PA tube. THIS was enough 
to be heard 75 miles away! At first I thought it was capacitive coupling thru 
the PA tube, but I then remembered that the PA is grounded grid; input is eff- 
ectively shielded from output by the grid. 


The mystery deepened a few minutes later. I used the remote control to 
command the transmitter to shut off the cooling blowers and filiments. When 
I did, the signal dissappeared. Interesting, because the exciter stays on. 

The only thing I can figure is that the exciter was "modulating" the 
electron cloud around the cathode, and the plate + PA tank circuit were ex- 
hibiting behavior like that of an electron coupled oscillator. 

In any event we're talking a LOT of DX out of an itty bitty signal!

I got the "junker" RME-45 that I picked up a few weeks ago all cleaned 
up and ready to put the power to. Some quick checks showed that there 
was less than a megohm between the power transformer primary and 
ground, and after some creative unsoldering to make sure nothing was 
across anything, lo and behold, both the B-supply plate winding and the 
primary are low resistance to the electrostatic shield. I pulled it 
out of the set and am going to try the bake-out method, but don't feel 
very optimistic. The windings check out OK, but I want a little more 
than 750K isolation, particularly considering that one of the leakage 
points is the end of the rectifier plate winding, 335 volts RMS away 
from ground. 


Electrical specs are one thing: 670 VCT @ 120 ma., 6.3 V @ 3A, 5V @ 2A 
are what it needs---that 120 ma is real for this set, even though they 
are yanking it out of an 80. Mounting holes are 2-1/2 x 3-1/8 ina 


nominal 2 x 2-1/2 window. Per Sams, a Stancor P-6013 or a Thordarson 
T22RO06 will do just fine. 


A quick check of the Antique Electronic Supply and Fair Radio Sales 
catalogs show very poor matches for the job. Anything between 650 and 
700 volts will do, as long as it can supply the mils. 


I see a few transformer operations listed in Electric Radio. Anybody 

got any experience with any of these? Any good suggestions floating 

around? Thus far it looks like: drill holes and mount an upright over 
the window. 


By the way, to comment on my earlier remarks about this radio, it looks 
to be a genuine 45, but the front panel, now that it is off, looks like 
a replacement made in a good fab shop. Date codes on parts indicate 
that it was probably built in the summer or fall of 1945, but as I 
noted earlier, it has a VR-150 and switchable noise limiter, both wired 
into the wiring harness with the same type wire and other parts as the 
rest of the set---looks as though this is factory. The chassis cleaned 
up fairly well, but the tuning dial is less than super-terrific, and 
the front panel is not going to look good without a repaint and new 
lettering, which was directly silk-screened onto it. If there are any 
parts radios out there with a good case, front panel, and power 
transformer, I'd be interested. I probably shouldn't throw the time 
and effort into this, but it's turned into a challenge. After all that 
work cleaning up the chassis, I'll be damned if I'll quit just because 
of the power transformer, even if I do end up having to cobble 
something onto it to get some volts flowing into its tubes.

I think we can just forget any idea of buying any of these sets at 
Tucker prices. A little over a year ago I had a long chat with some- 
one who worked in the Tucker amateur radio dept. about boat anchors. 
The story I came away with was that yes, Tucker did get a fair number

> of older tube sets as tradeins, etc., but that most of them were sold 
> to japan. 


I have a special appreciation for Asian (primarily Japanese) art and 
attended a Japanese Sword Society of the US show (a Japanese sword 
equivalent of a hamfest) a while back and there were buyers there from 
Japan with camera cases literally full of cash. To put it perspective, I 
took $1000 in hopes of finding a bargain Japanese sword and came away 
without being able to touch anything. "Bargains" were in the $4000 and up 
category. These Japanese guys were not negotiating, but were instead 
paying top dollar and were spending $5,000, $10,000 and up for everything 
they could get their hands on. 


Interestingly there were collectors there who refused to sell to the 
Japanese at any price. Perhaps Tucker should take note of that, but I 
doubt they will. 


>From my study of Japanese art and it's evolution over the past 1000 years, 
I think that the reason they're buying up antique art works (that includes 
our boatanchors) is that the culture has always coveted tradition. 
Unfortunately, ours covets change and so-called "modernization" at any 
price and so we lose big time. For many of the same reasons, we have the 
unfortunate "dumbing down" of amateur radio that eschews traditional 
amateur radio in favor of more "modernization" that promises nothing much 
that interests me.
